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Digging Out 


the Wells of Salvation 


MRS. W. A. McNUTT 


Dana Isaac digged again the wells 
of water, which they had digged in 
the days of Abraham his father; for 
the Philistines had stopped them after 
the death of Abraham: and he called 
their names after the names which 
his father had called them,’ Gen. 
26:18. 

WELL of water meant so much 

to the Israelites as they jour- 
neyed through the land. It meant life 
for their people and for their flocks. 
So today we should dig again the 
wells of salvation which have been 
stopped by the enemy, that we might 
enjoy the fulness of the gospel. Ac- 
cording to Isa. 12:3, there is more 
than one well, for he said, “With joy 
shall ye draw water out of the wells 
of salvation.” 

There is one well that has been 
nearly stopped in these last days. 
This is the well of sanctification. Let’s 
therefore dig out this well and call 
it by the name that our fathers called 
it, as Isaac did, and not be ashamed. 
I have heard people say that they 
were afraid of the word “sanctifica- 
tion.” The enemy wants us to be 
afraid of this wonderful experience 
for he knows that God has said with- 
out holiness (or sanctification) we 
shall never see Him. Heb. 12:14. 

Thus saith the Lord, “Stand ye in 
the ways, and see, and ask for the old 
paths, wherein is the good way, and 
walk therein, and ye shall find rest 
for your souls. But they said, We will 
not walk therein,” Jer. 6:16. 

Folks are fixing up a modern path 
for themselves these days, and trying 
to go crosslots to Glory—a stream- 
lined holiness. We are going to get in 
the mire if we do not stay on the 
highway cast up for the redeemed, 
which is the way of holiness unto the 
Lord, and paved with God’s love and 
mercy. If we have had this wonderful 
experience and lose it, we must still 
give an account to God. When we get 
this as a definite work in our hearts 
and lives, the devil can not cheat us 
out of it, if we continue to walk in 
the light, for it cleanses our hearts 
from inbred sin and sets us apart 
for service; the Ishmael nature moves 
out and the Isaac nature moves in. It 
breaks my heart to see people who 
have had this blessed experience, 
which is like meat in a sandwich, lay it 
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down, for immediately their eyes be- 
come blinded. When we let go of any 
of God’s truths, He hides them from 
our eyes, and “how great is that dark- 
ness.” People in this condition claim 
that it is not written in the Bible that 
sanctification is a second work of 
grace. If we humble ourselves and 
open our hearts, we will see it every- 
where in God’s Word. 

Joseph and Mary took Jesus to the 
temple when He was eight days old, 
to do for Him after the custom of the 
Jews and the law (which was circum- 
cision, a type of our circumcision of 
the heart). Col. 2:11. 

Justification is a birth; sanctifica- 
tion is a death. They could not be one 
and the same operation. Read Romans 
6 where it says we are planted to- 
gether in the likeness of His death. 
Our old man, the carnal nature, is 
crucified with Him, that the body of 
sin might be destroyed, that hence- 
forth we should not serve sin. Brother, 
Sister, we need this deeper work of 
grace if we expect to be able to “stand 
in the holy place” when Jesus comes 
after His bride. Paul found a law in 
his members warring against the law 
of his mind and bringing him into 
captivity to the law of sin which was 
in his members. Read the rest of 
Romans 7 and see where Paul found 
deliverance through the application 
of the blood to his heart. We will all 
be wretched like Paul until we find 
deliverance from carnality the same 
way that he did. The disciples had 
their names written down in heaven 
before Jesus prayed for them to be 
sanctified. John 17. Paul had carnal 
Christians in his church at Corinth 
(1 Cor. 3:1-3), also those that were 
sanctified (1 Cor. 1:2) and those that 
were baptized with the Holy Ghost 
(1 Cor. 12:4-11). 

Beloved, if the church is ever “set 
in order” it is time we took our spirit- 
ual shovels and dug out this wonder- 
ful well that the enemy of our souls 
has well nigh filled to the brim with 
false doctrines and theories. It is go- 
ing to take all of the gospel to take 
us through. If we take anything 
away or add anything to God’s Word, 
a woe has been pronounced. Rev. 
22:18, 19. “Take heed to thyself and 
to the doctrine,” 1 Tim. 4:16. 

It is plainly seen that it is the pur- 


pose of Satan’s big guns to blast 
sanctification out of our experience, 
SO we will not be ready for the rap- 
ture. There is more _ Pentecost 
preached today without it than with 
it. 

Jesus has gone to prepare a holy 
place for a holy people. He gave Him- 
self for the Church (saved ones) that 
He might sanctify it and present it to 
Himself a glorious church without 
spot or wrinkle (Eph. 5:25, 26), every- 
thing taken out by the blood. Glory 
to Jesus forever! “This is the will of 
God even your sanctification,” 1 Thess. 
4:3. Let us pay the full price and not 
try to get through on anything less. 

Shall we stand aside and let the 
enemy of our soul fill this well until 
we can walk over it and never see it? 
There are those that would pervert 
the gospel. Paul cried, “Woe is me if 
I preach not (all) the gospel,” ‘1 Cor. 
9:16. If any man preach any other 
gospel than which we have preached 
unto you, let him be accursed, 
Gal. 1:8, 9, and Paul preached it 
definitely if any one ever did. “Let 
not sin (the carnal nature) dwell in 
your mortal bodies that you should 
obey it in the lust thereof,” Rom. 
6:12. 

Jesus was manifested to destroy the 
works of the devil. 1 John 3:8. “Morti- 
fy (put to death) your members 
which are upon the earth,” etc. Col. 
3:5. God’s plan is complete, the atone- 
ment is complete. Let us not belittle 
the power in the precious blood of 
Calvary. Jesus suffered without the 
camp that He might sanctify the peo- 
ple with His own blood. Heb. 13:12. 
Let us go forth unto Him without the 
camp bearing His reproach, and not 
leave out the best part of the plan of 
God for our lives. 


We read in God’s Word, 2 Thess. 2:3, 
“Let no man deceive you by any 
means; for that day (the day of the 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ) 
shall not come except there come a 
falling away first, and that man of 
sin be revealed, the son of perdition.” 
Read the rest of this chapter. 

Many are in the hour of falling 
away. People must have something in 
order to fall away from it. We are 
falling away from the “faith that was 
once delivered to the saints,” away 
from the pattern given in the mount, 
away from “holiness unto the Lord.” 
Many are on “dangerous ground” at 
this point.

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China Doubles Aid to Foreign 
Missions 

The Chinese government will double 
its financial assistance to foreign 
missions cut off from their home 
bases by the war, the Chungking radio 
said recently in an English language 
broadcast to North America. 

The broadcast reported by U. S. 
government monitors, said the mis- 
sions include Swiss, Danish, Nor- 
wegian and other nationals. 

The outbreak of the European war 
severed many missionaries from their 
source of home funds and their sup- 
port was largely taken over by con- 
tributions from America, Great 
Britain and other Allied countries and 
administered by the’ National Chris- 
tian Council of China.

Methodist Schools Lose 

According to Christian Herald, “En- 
rollment in Methodist Sunday Schools 
has dropped from 5,418,798 in 1940 to 
5,093,558 in 1942. To find out why, a 
survey of 600 carefully selected lay- 
men and a larger number of pastors 
was taken. Reasons for the decline, 
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according to the survey: 

“1. There is no definite conviction 
on the part of the people generally 
that the church school is important. 
2. There is inferior work on the part 
of officers and teachers in many 
schools. 3. Methodist church school 
teachers are frequently in competi- 
tion with teachers of other denomi- 
nations whose doctrines are simple 
and direct. And 4. There is a lack of 
concern on the part of church work- 
ers for the spiritual welfare of others. 

“That, we think, would apply to 
every denomination in Protestantism.”

MARE ISLAND, Calif—A Navy 
chaplain recently amazed a visitor at 
his office by handing him a copy of a 
New Testament with the remark, 
“Here is a Bible which we literally 
hope will never be read.”

We sincerely hope that this 
Bible will never be used, but we do 
want it there in case someone in the 
future, if forced to climb onto a life- 
raft, will have it.” 

Then the chaplain added, “A news- 
paper reporter cabled that there were 
no atheists in fox-holes. I would like 
to add that there are no atheists on 
life-rafts out on the vast expanses of 
the Pacific.”

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Coming from the Greek word “Dia- 
konos,” was like the word “episcopos,” 
used for the bishop, of Greek origin, 
as against the word “elder” used by 
the Church when it consisted particu- 

@rly of Jewish believers. There is, 
however, no office 
of Jewish origin 
that can be verified 
as corresponding to 
that of the deacon. 
It is held that he 
was unlike the Le- 
vite, who served 
rather as a porter 
of the temple, who 
looked after the 
beasts, and sang in 
the choir. Neither 
is he thought to be 
like the cohan, or 
priest, of the syna- 
gogue, who probably opened and shut 
the doors, cleaned and cared for the 
building, and who handed the roll of 
the law to the reader (see Luke 4:20). 
Some think the deacon is more like 
the collector of alms. 


The first mention of the deacon in 
the Church is in Phil. 1:1 and 1 Tim. 
3:8, where he is mentioned along with 
the office of the bishop. The name 
“deacon” comes from the Greek word 
“diakonos”; primarily from “dia,” 
meaning through, emphatic; and from 
“koneo” which means to wait, attend 
upon, serve. It would be unreasonable 
to suppose that the deacon was at this 
time something novel, since the “of- 
fice of the deacon” suggests that it 
would have required comparatively the 
same amount of time for it to develop 
as that of the “office of the bishop.” 
The prominent meaning is not that 
he is a minister of the gospel, but that 
he is one who renders service to an- 
other; an attendant, or servant. 

In Matt. 20:26 “deacon” means one 
who rules, by serving others. In Matt. 
22:13, the king’s servants who served 
food and drink were called deacons. 
In John 2:5, 9 deacons are called 
servants. “Rulers,” or ministers, of civil 
law, is translated from the Greek word 
diakonos in Rom. 12:4. While it is the 
same word that translates “ministers” 
in 1 Cor. 3:5; 6:4, wherein it refers 
unto Paul and Apollos and other min- 
isters of the gospel: likewise of minis- 
ters who are charged with responsi- 
bility of the preaching of the gospel, 
2 Cor. 3:6; Gal. 2:17; Col. 1:23; Rom. 
15:8; also of a devoted follower, Jno. 
12:26.

same root word, is used for those who 
attend, or wait upon, also used of 
those who serve, Matt. 8:15; and Mark 
1:31; Luke 4:39, and elsewhere; of 
those who attend or assist. Acts 19:22; 
to minister to, relieve, assist, or supply 
with the necessaries of life, provide 
the means of living, Matt. 4:11; 27:55; 
Mark 1:13; 15:41; Luke 8:3; to fill the 
office of the deacon, 1 Tim. 3:10, 13; 
1 Peter 4:11; to convey in charge, ad- 
minister, 2 Cor. 3:3; 8:19, 20; 1 Peter 
1:12; 4:10; in the passive voice, to re- 
ceive service, Matt. 20:28; Mark 10:45. 


From “diakona,” the same root word, 
we have: serving, service, waiting, at- 
tendance, the act of rendering friend- 
ly offices, Luke 10:40; 2 Tim. 4:11; 
Heb. 1:14; relief, aid, Acts 6:1; 11:29; 
2 Cor. 8:4; 9:1, 12, 13; a commission, 
Acts 12:25; Rom. 15:31; a commission 
or ministry in the service of the gos- 
pel, Acts 1:17, 25; 20:24; Rom. 11:13; 
2 Cor. 4:1; 5:18; 1 Tim. 1:12; service in 
the gospel, Acts 6:4; 21:19; 1 Cor. 16: 
15; 2 Cor. 6:3; 11:8; Eph. 4:12; Rev. 
2:19; a function, ministry, or office in 
the Church, Rom. 12:7; 1 Cor. 12:5; 
Col. 4:17; 2 Tim. 4:5; a ministering in 
the conveyance of a revelation from 
God, 2 Cor. 3:7, 8, 9. 


In the light of the foregoing it is 
to be seen that “deacon” refers to 
those who are rendering service, 
whether preaching or other forms of 
service. Christ and the apostles are 
referred to as performing such serv- 
ices, which is also translated from the 
same word. Mark 10:45. Concerning 
the work of the deacon, Thayer, Light- 
foot, and Schaff-Herzog all state that, 
“A deacon is one who, by reason of his 
office assigned him by the church, 
cares for the poor and has charge of 
and distributes the money collected 
for their use.” Thayer also states of 
the deaconess, which is translated 
from the same root word, that she is 
“a woman to whom the care of either 
poor or sick women are entrusted.” 
Rom. 16:1. “Deacon” represents the 


servant in his activity of work; it does 
not represent his relationship. He 


might be a noble or in some cases a 
bond slave. Adam Clarke said: “The 
office of a deacon in the primitive 
Church, was to serve in the love feasts, 
to distribute the bread and the wine 
to the communicants, to proclaim dif- 
ferent parts and times of worship in 
the churches, and to take care of the 
widows, orphans, prisoners, and sick, 
who were provided for out of the rev- 
enue of the Church. Thus we find it 
was the very lowest ecclesiastical of- 
fice. 

“Deacons were first appointed by the 
apostles, Acts 6:1-6; they had the care. 
of the poor and preached occasional- 
ly.” 

Commenting on Rom. 12:7, Mr. 
Clarke says that the word “diakonia” 
simply means the office of a deacon; 
thus he assumes the office of the dea- 
con is here mentioned as in existence. 
While on the other hand, Hastings 
says, “The transition is found here,” 
though the deacon himself is not men- 
tioned. Commenting further on the 
various forms of the word “diakonos,” 
Mr. Hastings says, “The words refer 
to service rendered without regard to 
the quality of the person rendering 
it. Thus the diakonoi at a feast may 
be either bond or free; and anyone 
doing such service is a diak for the 
time being. Thus in the New Testa- 
ment they are (1) of service general- 
ly (Acts 12:25; Rom. 15:25; 1 Cor. 16: 
15) (2) of our Lord’s work in partic- 
ular (Matt. 20:28); (3) of the tem- 
poral ruler (Rom. 13:4); (4) of the 
work of the apostles (e.g., Acts 1:17; 
6:3; 1 Cor. 3:5; 1 Tim. 1:12); but in 
none of these places is there any trace 
of diakonos as an Official title.” 


Acts 6:4 

While most commentators and writ- 
ers agree that the office of the deacon 
grew out of the work of those “seven 
men” mentioned in Acts 6:4, it does 
not follow that they were actually 
called deacons there. However, we do 
have this identification of “the seven” 
along with the duties described of dea- 
cons mentioned later. The apostles re- 
fused to leave the ministry of the 
Word (verse 2), which indicates that 
the work of the seven was not a min- 
istry of the Word; it is translated from 
“diakonien”; the same word which 
translates “deacon.” The Greek word 
“diakonein” used, therefore, identifies 
them as servants; not of the Word, 
but of tables. It was a ministry of the 
local church, which was under the 
care of the apostles. The apostles ap-

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OR some time I have felt definite- 

ly led to write on this subject con- 
cerning the gifts of the Spirit and 
their manifestations in our churches 
today. 

Some few years ago a young min- 
ister in the Church of God made a 
statement that he didn’t believe that 
any man knew enough about the 
gifts to ever speak concerning them. 
Paul said, in 1 Cor. 12:1, “Now con- 
cerning spiritual gifts, brethren, I 
would not have you ignorant,” but it 
seems that some are ignorant about 
“this big, wonderful subject that means 
so much to the Church today. We 
who know our Bibles know that this 
is pre-eminently the dispensation of 
the Holy Ghost. The Old Testament 
dispensation was that of the Father. 
The millennium will be that of the 
Son, and this is that of the Holy 
Ghost. So we should have a scriptural 
knowledge of His work in the Church 
today. 

There are many today who believe 
that these gifts, because they are giv- 
en to the individual, become his 
property to do with as he sees bests; 
but I claim, on the authority of the 
Word, that this is not so. The Bible 
says in 1 Cor. 12:8, “To one is given 
by the Spirit the word of wisdom,” 
so this gift is dependent wholly on 
the Spirit’s manifestation. When 
there is a need in the Church, or the 
life of the individual, the Spirit pro- 
vides that need. To prove that this 
is so, can a man work miracles with- 
out having His divine presence work- 
ing in his life? The answer is, “No.” 
Neither can he ‘retain any other of 
these gifts after he has lost the pres- 
ence of the Holy Spirit. I know men 
who say they are the property of the 
individual and he can do whatever 
he desires with them, but this is far 
from the truth. It is true some may 
try to imitate the work of the Spirit 
but it is only a cheap counterfeit. Let 
those who claim that a man who has 
ever had a gift of the Spirit and it is 
his even though he goes back in sin, 
work a miracle, open a blind eye, un- 
stop a deaf ear. They can never do 
it because this is the work of the Spir- 
it. 

Now let us approach from this 
angle, that the gifts are in the Church 
and God uses individuals as He has 
need of them, to edify the Church. 
Note 1 Cor. 12:28, “God hath set some 
in the church, first apostles, secondar- 
ily prophets, thirdly teachers, after 
that miracles, then gifts of healing, 
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Che Nine Gifts 


helps, governments, diversities of 
tongues.” I want you to know that 
God is talking about the gifts of the 
Spirit here and it says that He (God) 
set them in the Church. As long as 
you stay in line with God’s plan for 
His Church, and live clean, it is pos- 
sible for one or more of these gifts to 
manifest through your life, only as 
the Spirit wills to the edification of 
the Church. When this is taught, we 
will cease putting a man or a woman 
up on a pedestal and making him an 
object of worship by saying that 
Brother or Sister So and So has the 
gift of discernment, etc. Many a man 
has become exalted and fell from 
grace because man made him an ob- 
ject of worship. 

Now for the gifts themselves. 1 Cor. 
12:8, “For to one is given by the 
Spirit the word of wisdom; to an- 
other the word of knowledge by the 
same Spirit.” 

Many not knowing the difference 
between wisdom and knowledge think 
they are the same, but let us note, 
first, wisdom. Wisdom tells us what 
is to be done and how to do it ina 
discreet manner. James 1:5, “If ‘any 
of you lack wisdom, let him ask of 
God.” Truly this gift is sadly lack- 
ing in our works today. 1 Cor. 12:21 
says, “Covet earnestly the best gifts.” 
We should seek God for wisdom be- 
fore plunging our congregation into 
big debts, before taking action that 
will affect the whole Church of God. 

There are preachers who have had 
great responsibilities, who just 
knew they could not put the deals 
over, but went to God in prayer, say- 
ing, “God, what shall I do concerning 
this matter?” and like a bolt from a 
clear sky God spoke telling them what 
to do. Later people remarked, “My, 
what a great man Brother So and So 
is,’ when it was God all the time 
working through His Church made 
up of individuals, and some make the 
mistake of taking the credit that is 
due the Spirit who has been at work. 
If you are one of those who are do- 
ing this, remember there will come a 
day when the Spirit will no longer 
work through that channel, but will 
choose another who will give Him the 
glory. 


Knowledge! tells us 


Knowledge 


what is to be done, and what is not 
to be done. There are many who have 
knowledge. They see the world lost in 
sin, also how wicked the world is. 
They know that something must be 
done. But wisdom directs how to 
speak at the right time, to the right 
persons. There is a wrong way to do a 
right thing. A man may know that 
he wants a house built and how many 
rooms he wants in it, but it takes a 
man with wisdom to build that house. 
Many of our preachers can look back 
on their ministry and remember when 
God inspired them with wisdom and 
knowledge from above for an occa- 
sion, to advance His cause, and when 
they tried again for their own purpose 
they miserably failed. 

The next gift mentioned is faith. 
There are many different kinds of 
faith mentioned in the Bible. There is 
historical faith. Even the devil had 
this kind of faith. Again there is 
temporary faith, saving faith that 
helps a man accept Christ as his Sav- 
ior. But the faith mentioned here is 
miraculous faith, the kind that will 
remove mountains, financial moun- 
tains and mountains of afflictions. 
For an example we see a church that 
is struggling along, loaded down with 
some big mountain, can’t make a bit 
of progress, when suddenly some 
brother comes to church stating, “I 
have prayed through. God has prom- 
ised us the victory,” and it comes. 
Why? The gift of faith is at work. 
One may have faith and yet lack 
the gift of faith. 

The next mentioned is the gifts of 
healing. Here is where the pinch will 
come in. Brother but hear me, though 
you differ with me. These other gifts 
were in the singular but this one is 
in the plural—“gifts.” We have been 
taught that So and So has the gift 
of healing. Call in this one or that 
one, he has the gift of healing. I claim 
that the one who has been healed is 
the one who has the gift of healing. 
For an example, if a man has a 
cancer of the stomach and God gives 
him a new stomach, he would have 
a gift that would edify the church. 
There is not one word of scripture 
that will substantiate the teaching 
that certain ones in the Church 
had the gift of healing. But on the 
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other hand, Mark 16 says, “These 
signs shall follow them that be- 
lieve; .. . they shall lay hands on the 
Sick, and they shall recover.” Again, 
James 5:14, “Is any sick among you? 
let him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over 
him.” 

To carry this a little further, what 
was the need of having the gift of 
faith, then the working of miracles? 
It was so men who were sick could 
be healed as the result of the gift of 
faith, in connection with the working 
of miracles, and receive the gifts of 
healing. To claim certain ones possess 
the gift of healing, is to wrest the 
scriptures. The privilege of praying 
for the sick is to the believer, not 
certain ones in the Church. 

Next in line is the working of 
miracles. It is true that we have men 
in our churches today that God has 
used to perform miracles even in 
these days of unbelief. They were liv- 
ing close enough to God that when 
the need arose God used them by im- 
parting miraculous faith upon them 
to edify His Church. 


I claim that a man may have some 
of the gifts working through him and 
not be aware of it. For an example, 
a few years ago, at Mobridge, South 
Dakota, while pastoring that work, a 
woman eame to the parsonage asking 
if we believed in divine healing. We 
told her we did. She stated that her 
little brother about twelve years old 
was stricken with peritonitis and that 
the doctor told her he had until mid- 
night to live. We anointed a handker- 
chief with oil and told her to apply 
it. That evening when it was time to 
go to church we called the hospital 
asking how the little boy was. The 
nurse told me she was not allowed to 
give out any information, then she 
referred me to the doctor. He stated 
that the little boy was no better and 
would very likely pass out during the 
night. We went to church and laid 
the matter before the church, and 
they went to prayer. Brother, what 
we need is for the Church to go to 
God as one man, not just a few. Well, 
during that period of prayer God 
used someone to perform a miracle. 
The gift of faith was manifest 
through someone. We ‘will never know 
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who it was, but it was someone there 
that night. This is the way it should 
be, then God gets the glory instead 
of some individual. Remember, the 
gifts are in the Church to edify it, 
and God only uses human instru- 
mentality to promote His cause. The 
little boy was instantly healed that 
same night and left the hospital in a 
few days. He was the one who received 
the gift of healing. Believest thou 
this? 

The next in line is the gift of 
prophecy. Many today fail to proper- 
ly interpret this gift also. Note 1 
Cor. 14:1-3, “But he that prophesieth 
speaketh unto men to edification, and 
exhortation, and comfort.” Again, 
verse 4, last clause, “He that prophe- 
sieth edifieth the church.” So any 
thing that will exhort, comfort, or 
edify that is done in the Spirit, is 
prophecy at work. 


Now to the ministry. Look back on 
your ministry, think of the times you 
have gone into the pulpit, the Holy 
Ghost has come upon you and you 
preached under an anointing, saying 
things that you had never learned, so 
that people marveled and said, “We 
never heard it on this order before”; 
and many fail to give the Spirit 
credit for the work done, when we 
should realize that it is not I but the 
Spirit of prophecy at work in the 
Church to build it up. If God were 


given more credit for the work done, 
He would do more for us. 

Discerning of spirits. This gift, like 
the others, is given to us by the Spirit. 
The reason is that we may discern 
the true from the false. Note 2 Peter 
2:1, “But there were false prophets 
also among the people, even as there 
shall be false teachers among you, 
who privily shall bring in damnable 
heresies, even denying the Lord that 
bought them, and bring upon them- 
selves swift destruction.” 1 John 4:1 
says, “Try the spirits whether they 
are of God.” We surely need this gift 
to be at work in the Church to warn 
us of any false move. I have heard 
people say, “Brother So and So has 
the gift of discernment, you had bet- 
ter be good around him.” Man wor- 
ship is all it is. I claim that when any 
Spirit-filled man or woman comes in 
touch with a false spirit, the Spirit 
will warn him or her of the danger. 
Most every Spirit-filled minister can 
look back on his ministry and re- 
member times when this gift mani- 
fested itself through his life, and yet 
we couldn’t claim it as a permanent 
gift, because we have made too many 
mistakes and have missed God at 
times because of our failure to stay 
in the Spirit. 

Many years ago, when I was just 
a young Christian, a man came into 
the meeting and God spoke to me, 
saying, “That man is a devil.” I told 
an old Christian about this and was 
rebuked for same. Later we found out 
that God wasn’t wrong. This man was 
guilty of the sins of Sodom, but be- 
cause I, through the Spirit, discerned 
this man, I can’t claim this as mine 
to use it at will because I have since 
that time misjudged some good peo- 
ple because at the time I wasn’t walk- 
ing in the Spirit. Paul said in his let- 
ter to the Romans, “If ye walk in the 
Spirit, ye shall not fulfill the lust of 
the flesh.” Here is our trouble, we 
often fail to walk in the Spirit. Note 
Deut. 18:20-22, how to prove a 
prophet. Try this on your preacher. 

The next is DIVERS KINDS OF 
TONGUES. The word “divers” means 
different. The gift of tongues is not 
to be confused with the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. In Acts 2:38 he states 
that the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
is for every one. But Paul said in 1 
Cor. 12:30, “Do all speak with 
tongues?” having reference to the 
gift of tongues. Someone asks, “What 
is the gift of tongues?” I will answer

St. Matthew 13:45, 46. Now the 
Bible does not say how much he re- 
ceived from the pearl, but he sold all 
he had. Why? This man had found 
something that was of far more value 
than any of his possessions; he found 
something that he desired; he found 
something that would satisfy his de- 
sires for personal belongings; he 
had found something that was beau- 
tiful; he had found something that to 
him was without price as far as he was 
concerned. I imagine I can see this 
man. I like to think of him as a man 
that had a beautiful home, horses, 
cattle, just anything that he desired. 
When he came and told his wife that 
everything he had had gone on the 
auction block, that she must let her 
jewels go, she was broken-hearted, but 
he was lord of his home (that does not 
apply to this day as to man being head 
of the house; woman seems to have 
changed that) and when he said 
“everything” he meant just that. 
People today are buying land in 
South Georgia, drilling for oil in the 
hopes of getting rich. They are bor- 
rowing money. They are selling cars, 
homes, jewelry, and buying equip- 
ment.

We are making ships, guns, 
tanks, cars, cannons, planes and 
everything you can think of to help 
win this war. This is an all-out effort 
to win a final and decisive victory 
once and for all. Many people are

Elijah’s life had come to an end. 
Amid many discouragements he had 
accomplished a great work. He had 
grown old in the service of God and 
Israel had been blessed in many ways 
by this great prophet. Wicked kings 
had been rebuked; fire had been 


called down from heaven and the. 


claims of the true God were vindicated 
through his life. But Elijah’s life had 
come to an end in this world. One, 
who, by his counsel and example 
meant more to the safety and inde- 
pendence of Israel than all their 
chariots and horses, was to be taken 
away. But Israel was not to be left 
without a prophet. God is always 
careful to provide leaders for His work. 
When Moses’ life came to an end, 
“the word of the Lord came to Joshua, 
Moses’ minister” calling him to ac- 
complish the great task of settling the 
Israelites in the land of Canaan. Now 
Elisha is to fill the place of Elijah. 
He is to be successor to one who had 
been respected as the prophet of 
Jehovah. Could he fill the place? 
Could he continue to impress a 
people so prone to wandering that 
their departure from the statutes of 
Jehovah would continue to result in 
punishment? Could he do it? I have 
a feeling that Elisha realized his in- 
ability in his own strength and at once 
was brought face to face with his need. 
If he is to accomplish anything it 
must be through the strength of 
Him whom he is to serve. He must 
have the anointing of Elijah. O Lord, 
help us today to realize the need of 
this anointing! To be truly great for 
God we must become little in our 
sight and refuse to accept anything as 
a substitute for the Holy Spirit’s 
anointing. We must seek earnestly to 
be endued with the compelling 
power of the Holy Ghost that so 
characterized the lives of the disci- 
ples after Pentecost. 

“Ask what I shall do for thee be- 
fore I am taken away from thee. I 
pray thee, let a double portion of thy 
spirit be upon me. Thou hast asked a 


hard thing: nevertheless, if thou see: 


me when I am taken from thee it 
shall.be so unto thee but if. not, it 
shall not be so.” This sign was a test 
of Elisha’s earnestness: If-he were de- 


‘termined earnestly to receive this __ 
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favor he would be careful not to per- 
mit his attention to be withdrawn and 
I can well imagine that his eyes were 
glued to Elijah from that moment. He 
was determined to see him when he 
was taken up. So must we keep our 
eyes on Jesus who has promised to 
never leave us, but to be with us to 
the end. 

The determination with which 
Elisha followed Elijah is shown in 
verses 1-8. He refused to be turned 
aside. We need more men and women 
today with the “staying” qualities of 
Elisha, people who are determined to 
satisfy themselves with nothing short 
of God’s best. Elisha was requested 
to tarry at Gilgal, which means 
“circle.” He refused to stay. “As the 
Lord liveth and as thy soul liveth I 
will not leave thee.” But many are now 
tarrying in the place of “circle,” still 
in the same place where they were 
many years ago when first saved. Let 
us move forward, seeking higher 
ground and a deeper spiritual walk 
with God. So they came to Bethel to- 
gether. Here the sons of prophets 
came unto Elisha and said unto him, 
“Knowest thou that the Lord will take 
away thy master from thy head to- 
day?” And he answered, “Yea, I know 
it; hold ye your peace.” And here 
again he is admonished by Elijah to 
tarry, but Elisha was not stopping. 
Bethel means “house of God” and is a 
good place to stop but not for too long. 
Some tarry in one place and never 
get further blessings after their con- 
version and there is no wonder they 
become so dry until they are ready for 
the burning. We can no more live on 
past blessings, spiritually, than we can 
live physically were we to decide never 
to eat another meal. 

When they arrived at beautiful 
Jericho, known as the City of Palm 
Trees, Elijah announced his intention 
of proceeding to Jordan. “Tarry, I pray 
thee, here, for the Lord hath sent me 
to Jordan.” But surely this was not 
the place for Elisha to become dis- 
couraged and risk losing the “double 
portion.” This was not the end of the 
journey. No! He must go on. May God 
help us in these troubled times not to 
become discouraged but to press for- 
ward “toward the mark for the prize 
of the high calling of God which is in 


Christ Jesus.” “And they two went 
on.” Let us imagine seeing these two 
as they approach Jordan. The muddy, 
angry waters form no more of a 
barrier for Elijah and Elisha than 
they previously had formed for 
Joshua. “And Elijah took his mantle 
and smote the waters and they were 
divided hither and thither so that they 
two went over on dry ground.” Here 
is the consummation of the journey. 
Elisha is being counselled by Elijah 
when suddenly there appeared the 
chariot of fire which was to take 
Elijah into heaven. But Elisha’s eyes 
are glued to him. Elijah is going up. 
Up! Up! Higher and higher he as- 
cends. Could it be that Elisha has 
followed in vain? Has he been left 
deserted on the far side of the Jordan? 
Has his request for the “double 
portion” of Elijah’s anointing been in 
vain? As he watches he spies some- 
thing that is falling. It is the mantle 
of Elijah. As it falls Elisha’s faith is 
strengthened. This was the pledge 
that Elijah’s spirit should rest upon 
him. 

May we look steadfastly to Jesus 
who has ascended to the Father but 
has left us a promise of power. Let us 
not tarry at the many stopping places 
along the way, but may we seek to be- 
come a blessing to our church, com- 
munity, city as Elijah and Elisha were 
to Israel. May God make this little 
printed message a blessing to all who 
read it.

pointed them, and the qualifications 
were there higher than the office of 
the deacon later required, in that they 
were required to be filled with the 
Holy Ghost and faith, whereas no such 
requirement is mentioned in 1 Tim. 
3:8-12. Of the “seven men,” two of 
them became ministers of the Word. 
Stephen was largely a preacher, and 
Philip, twenty-five years later, is 
. called, in Acts 21:8, “the evangelist.” 
That Stephen and Philip made spirit- 
ual progress above the other five is 
certain, and if the “seven” were a form 
of elders springing up from the local 
church at Jerusalem, we have an ex- 
ample of what may happen in any 
local church, there are those who, be- 
cause of their spiritual wisdom and 
influence, are chosen to assist the 
bishop in care of the affairs of the 
church, but some of whom the Lord 
leads into greater fields of usefulness 
in preaching the Word. Most commen- 
taries are, however, agreed that the 
work of the deacon for the most part 
is to care for the poor and needy, 

visiting the sick, etc. 

QUALIFICATIONS 

are for the most part about the same 
for the deacon as for the bishop. The 
bishop must be apt to teach others, 
while it was enough for the deacon 
to hold the faith in a pure conscience. 
Both are warned not to be greedy of 
filthy lucre. Both were especially re- 
quired to rule their own houses well, 
for unless this is first accomplished in 
their own homes, how are they to ex- 
pect the confidence of others to trust 
the rule of the Church of God unto 
them. The deacon, who visiting among 
the members, would have occasion to 
criticize and to talk about others, was 
warned not to be double tongued; and 
though this is not required of the 
bishop, it could but help him if he 
were not so. The bishop and the dea- 
con, being supported from the revenue 
of the Church, are likewise warned 
against covetousness (poor mouth) 
and greed. The wives and even the 
whole family of the bishop and deacon 
constitute part of their fitness for 
holding office.

Word of God, that “whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap.” This 
is not only scripturally true, but it is 
scientifically true also. Maybe the 
Germans have done all these out- 
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rageous things, but is it not true that 
Russian soldiers murdered several mil- 
lions of Christian men and women 
during the last two decades? Is it not 
equally true that many of those fine 
pure women were ravaged by those 
dastardly men? If Russia put no value 
on manhood and womenhood because 
they were Christians, is it any wonder 
that the Germans may not place any 
value upon Russians, who may or may 
not be’ Christians? In the hollow of 
His hand we are safe, as Christians, 
regardless of what befalls us. Russia 
taught the world new lessons in 
crime and destruction of Christianity, 
and now she sacrifices her human be- 
ings without Christ to pay for her 
crime.

that it is the gift of tongues at work 
in the Church to edify the Church. 
For example, my father once spoke 
in tongues during the course of a 
sermon. He paused and waited for an 
interpretation. None came. He con- 
tinued with his sermon. After the 
sermon a Jewish man came to him 
and began to speak in the Hebrew 
language. Father said, “I cannot un- 
derstand one word you say.” The man 
replied, “(Do you mean to tell me: that 
you don’t speak Hebrew when I heard 
you speak the most fluent Hebrew I 
ever heard any man speak?” Father 
asked what he said. The Jew said you 
stated that “the world is as a boiling 
caldron, soon to be overturned by the 
wrath of God.” This was some time 
before World War number one. What 
was this? Nothing less than the gift 


of tongues at work in the Church. 
This is not an uncommon occurrence. 
Many a Spirit-filled man has been 
heard to speak in a language that 
could be understood even by men who 
were unsaved. But this is not th 
evidence of the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. Paul tells us in 1 Cor. 14:2, 
“For he that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue speaketh not unto men, but 
unto God: for no man understandeth 
him; howbeit in the spirit he speak- 
eth mysteries.” 


The last gift mentioned is the in- 
terpretation of tongues. The word 
“interpret” means turning one lan- 
guage into another, and it is not un- 
common to hear-this in most every 
one of our churches. We hear this 
too often, “He or she has the gift of 
interpretation,” when it is not his 
gift but belongs to the Church to 
edify it. Some who claim this gift 
feel that every time someone jumps 
up and speaks in tongues he must 
interpret same, because he is known 
as the official interpreter. I say, Why 
not let the Spirit bring the interpre- 
tation and use whom He will? Many a 
man who has had the right interpre- 
tation has kept silent because the of- 
ficial interpreter felt he must give it 
or the people would wonder why. 

I close by saying that I hope this 
sermon will be accepted in the same 
spirit it was given. Let us try to edify 
the Church at all times. Paul said 
in 1 Cor. 10:23, “All things edify not.” 





Obedience to the will of God is an 
evidence of personal salvation. It may 
not be perfect, but it is sincere, so 
far as understood.

ev. A. V. Childers, pastor of the 

urch of God at Kannapolis, N. C., 
received a telephone call January 10 
asking him to come for two little girls 
who had been deserted. He went but 
did not find them. Tuesday the phone 
rang again, and a pleading voice re- 
quested his coming, stating that four 
ministers already had refused to do 
anything about them and they be- 
lieved he would take the children. But 
another search did not reveal the 
whereabouts. After practically a night 
spent in prayer, with a big snow 
blanketing the country, he went again 
and found the place. The poor little 
children were nearly starved, cold, 
sick, eaten up with the itch; the sores 
had made big holes in their little 
bodies; their heads were filled with 
lice. Sister Childers combed as many 
as thirteen lice out with only one 
stroke of the comb. The dirt was caked 
on the little bodies until they were 
actually scaly. The mother, no, the 
woman not worthy to be called a 
mother, had deserted them, running 


‘ away with another man. The father, 


a diseased, sickly man, haggard, worn, 
and grey-headed, believed to be sixty 
but who was only thirty-six, when 
contacted said he could do nothing for 
them. Brother Childers announced 
over the radio about the children and 
asked what should be done with them. 
One was ten, the other was only seven. 
Before the program was over people 
began to call from almost everywhere 
—long distance from Charlotte, 
Landis, Rockingham, China Grove, 
Salisbury, Mooresville, Statesville, 
many calls from Concord; in fact, 
everyone was stirred, and Brother 
Childers stated that you could not 
imagine how they were ready to help. 
Clothing came in by the auto loads, 
groceries and money poured in. 

The following Friday one man of- 
fered his farm of seventy-six acres. 
Another adjoining him offered to put 
his in, making a tract of 300 acres. 
Among the numerous things given was 
an auto, mule, cow, two acres of city 
property, diamond rings, watches ga- 


lore, guns, radio, bicycles and pianos.. 


The total cash received by Sunday 
was $6,000 and then went to $7,000 
within the first ten days. 

A seven-acre farm, previously a 
grade “A” goat farm, was given, with 
nice new barn valued at over $3,000. 
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The house is being converted into a 
modern, well equipped, eleven-room 
home that will care for thirty chil- 
dren. They have already forty-six ap- 
plications. Rev. Sutton, a Baptist min- 
ister, and his wife, who is a graduate 
nurse, have volunteered to offer their 
services in caring for the children. 
The remodelling is progressing nicely, 
the completion anticipated within 
thirty days. 

A prominent lady connected with 
the Banner Elk Orphanage has prom- 
ised that just as soon as the chicken 
houses now in the process of being 
built are completed, she will give 
all the chickens they can use. A prom- 
inent business man, who is helping 
with enthusiasm, offers to supply the 
hogs. 

The total estimate of the property 
value at present is over $12,000. 

Brother Childers is keeping five 
children in his home. I understand 
that Dr. Mauldin, one of the head of- 
ficials of Cabarrus Hospital, is giving 
the children their needed vitamins. 
Everyone has been so kind, consider- 
ate, and helpful for, after all, what 
could one do with the little home- 
less children in such destitute con- 
dition. Surely the Lord works won- 
ders before our eyes. He has touched 
the hearts of the people as only God 
can do. Pray that God will continue 
to direct in this undertaking for His 


glory.
